Rodney’s chances of having an­ 
other birthday seem ed agonizing­ 
ly slim on his first birthday a 
year ago. He and 
his 
Siam ese 


twin brother, Roger, w ere joined 
solidly at the tops of their heads. 
A seperation operation was m an­ 
datory although no twin ever be­ 
fore had survived such surgery. 
Rodney cam e through the Dec. 
17, 1952 history-making operation 
which eventually cost Roger his 
life. He is gaining strength stead­ 
ily in response to special exercise 
and treatm ents. Doctors at the 
U niversity 
of 
Illinois 
Medical 
center give the brown-eyed boy 
a good chance to live a nearly 
norm al life. 


The 
doctors 
have 
described 
Rodney 
as 
reasonably 
bright, 
good natured and in fairly good 
general health. Rut 
they 
have 
said it is too early to determ ine 
whether he is com pletely normal 
m entally. 
W hether the brain surgery has 
caused dam age to vital centers 
or the ordeal of repeated opera­ 
tions has left scars on the sub­ 
conscious are questions that can­ 
not yet be answered. So far doc­ 
tors say they have found no evi­ 
dence of m ental im pairm ent. 


But there is one big surgical 
problem still to lick that has sent 
Rodney’s doctors 
into 
frequent 
huddles in the last six m onths. 
That is supplying a hard roof sub­ 
stitute for his m issing skull top. 
No decision has yet been m ade 
on whether to use bone, m etal or 
plastic and no definite date has 
been set for the surgery, e x ­ 
pected this fall or w inter. 
They have been preparing for

Rodney’s own skull, shaped like 
an open stove pipe, extends up­ 
w ard only to an inch and a half 
above his ears.

Bone transplanted from other 
are as of Rodney’s body would be 
ideal for the job but the area to 
be covered is far too vast for the 
am ount of bone available. 
Surgeons say bone from a bone 
bank will som etim es slough off 
and pull loose, and that m etal or 
plastic

substances 
which can cause irritation. 
The hard roof w ill have to be 
inserted under the transplanted 


skin that covers the brain and 
will com e In direct contact with 
this \ ital tissue.

general assem bly quickly voted 44- 
10, with two abstentions, to defer 
any fu rth e r consideration of Chi­ 
nese representation the rest of 1953. 
Only the five Soviet bloc countries, 
and India, Indonesia, Yugoslavia. 
N orw ay and Sweden voted against 
the postponem ent.

Ohio Fuel Gas Co. 
Target Of Slaps By 
Lorain Councilmen 


COLUMBUS (J**—Spokesmen from 
Northern and Southern Ohio yester­ 
day opened the semi-annual attack 
on state restriction on gas furnace 
installations. 
And two Lorain city councilmen 
took time out from their pleas to 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio to level off at a gas comp­ 
any which they said broke prom­ 
ises to the city and is “ stunting 
its growth.” 
It was the initial round in the 
twice-a year hearings to determine 
whether the commission will keep 
present restrictions on new gas 
furnaces installations. 
Leading the fight to loose the 
bars were John A. Repko and Ed­ 
ward Osko, Lorain councilmen. 
They said their city is “ desper­ 
ate” and “up in arm s.” 
“ We have quite a few hardship 
cases now,” Osko said, “ and Ko­ 
rean War veterans want to build 
homes with gas furnace^*’ 
* 
* 
* 
THE COUNCILMEN teamed up 
on a blast at Ohio Fuel Gas Co. 
which serves 361 communities in 49 
counties. They said the company 
promises Lorain more gas if it 
could charge higher rates. 
“ They got the new gas rate but 
we didn’t get more gas,” Osko and 
Replo said. Repko continued: 


problem in a tractor-piill is one of 
getting more traction.

(Continued rrom Page One) 
things he may tell Eisenhower in 
a planned conference between the 
two men at the White House soon. 
Stevenson said that world con­ 
ditions are better and hope is in 
the air. He said there is admir­ 
ation for America in other coun­ 
tries, but also misunderstandings 
and concern. 
“And 
everywhere,” 
he 
said, 
“ people think they recognize the 
dominant mood 
of 
America 
in 
what is called ‘mecarthyism,’ now 
a 
worldwide 
word. 
Inquisitions, 
purges, book burning, repression 
and fear have obscured the bright 
vision of the land of the free and 
the home of the brave.” 
The hydrogen 
bomb 
places 
a 
grim and pressing urgency on the 
international situation, Stevenson 
said. Noting that efforts toward 
disarmament have been stalemat­ 
ed for years, he declared: 
“Once more, I think we should 
fix our sights high again, as we 
did in 1947, and resume the ini­ 
tiative in re-exploring the possi­ 
bility of disarmament. The alter­ 
native to safety through an ef­ 
fective plan for arms limitation 
is safety through more massive 
military 
spending and 
m o r e 
frightening weapons d e v e l o p - 
ment.” 
Stevenson said (rankly he doesn’t 
know' whether new approaches to 
the Kremlin on disarmament would 
have any quore impact now than 'n 
the past. 
Yet, he 
said, 
conditions 
have 
changed—Russian threats have pro­ 
duced the massing of military pow­ 
er of free peoples and Korea dem­ 
onstrated the west will meet force 
with force. 
Furthermore, Stevenson said, the 
death of Stalin and revolt in the 
satellites have brought changes in­ 
side Russia. 
Stevenson voiced skepticism of 
Red China’s intentions, but said 
we owe it to ourselves and our 
friends at least to try to find out 
what they are. 
He said it would appear unlikely 
that Communist China, at the con-1 
ference table on a Korean peace, 
would yield what it fought to pre­ 
vent on the battlefield “ if we adopt 
arbitrary positions in advance and 
our room for maneuver and nego­ 
tiation is limited.” 
Half-seriously he observed that 
“ for most of us, a successful for­ 
eign policy would be one without in­ 
volvement in foreign affairs. 
“ The ideal would be isolationist, 
but the reality would be total in­ 
volvement in world affairs.”

I owed it to my news sources 
to protect them. That was a prin­ 
c ip le of journalism. Reporters

^America had gone to jail rather 
than testify against their inform­ 
ants. Rut as I compared my lot 
with theirs, I was dismayed. They 
had means to defend themselves: 
legal advice, public 
opinion 
and 
civil-rights guarantees. 
I had none of those. I was one 
man alone against a powerful and 
ruthless force. I knew the secret 
police could hold a 
prisoner 
for 
^ e ars without 
charge, 
without a 
^ ria l 
and 
incommunicado. 
They 
could hold him till they got what 
they wanted out of him. What they 
wanted out of me, to begin with, 
was information on my newsgath- 
c-ing. 
“ We want to know the names of 
Czechoslovak citizens who gave you 
unofficial news,” said one police­ 
man. 
“ I can't loll you that,” I said. 
* But I felt utterly helpless. That 
Tuesday I was questioned till long 
after midnight. 
The interrogation went on all day 
Wednesday, too. 
That night, the man picked up 
my address book and said, “ Which 
of these people gave you unofficial 
new s?”

When the police learned all this, 
they laid a typewritten sheet be­ 
fore me to sign. It read:

“2. I committed espionage on the 
territory of the Czechoslovak re­ 
public.” 
I refused to sign the paper till 
I had been made familiar with the 
law on espionage. I wanted to be 
sure that gathering information, in 
itself, constituted espionage. And I 
wanted to know what penalty my 
signature would lay me open to. 
The bald-headed interpreter pull­ 
ed a Czech legal pamphlet from a 
file and read me a few' paragraphs 
in English. 
Whether he garbled the citations 
or whether I misunderstood him, I 
got the idea that the collection of 
ANY military information in Czech­ 
oslovakia is a type of espionage 
punishable by 
three 
months 
to 
three years in prison. (Actually, the 
law deals with SECRET military 
information.) 
I had been madt to feel that to 
deny 
facts, 
however 
damaging, 
would only 
make 
my 
situation 
worse. So I signed the paper. 
I 
was 
still 
wearing 
my own 
clothes, eating meals from the po­ 
lice 
headquarters 
canteen 
and 
sleeping on a cot in an office, under 
guard. I was encouraged to believe 
against all logic, that I might go 
on that way—if I only kept talking. 
“ You don’t have to worry about 
Pankrac,” one man told me, nam ­ 
ing the Prague prison. 
On Thursday, I helped the police 
read my notes, and was allowed 
to take a tub bath. On Friday, I 
must have turned stubborn again. 
That night, a

Third Artery 
Helping Heal 
Sick Hearts 


Dramatic Surgical 
Plan Explained By 
Canadian Expert 


NEW YORK M - Sick human 
hearts are m ade well and strong 
again by giving them an extra 
third artery, a Canadian surgeon 
said today. 
Men crippled by heart attack, 
scarcely able to work, now are 
hack at full-time work as oil well 
drillers, machinists, railroad work­ 
ers and physicians, Dr. Arthur M. 
Vineberg, of Montreal, told an In­ 
ternational 
College 
of 
Surgeons 
meeting. 
The third artery has been giv­ 
ing blood to hearts starving be­ 
cause of blockage of one or both 
of the 
coronary 
arteries 
which 
normally feed the heart. 
Heart attacks come because the 
coronary arteries harden and nar­ 
row, or are blocked by clots. 
The dram atic operation takes an 
artery running through the chest 
and thrusts one end into a tunnel 
opened inside the heart muscles. 
The new supply of blood brings 
a new lease on life. 
Vineberg is a lecturer in sur­ 
gery at McGill University Medical 
School. 
The third artery has been given 
unsuccessfully to eight out of nine 
men in the last three years, he 
said. 
It can be done safely for any 
heart victim “ who can walk IOO 
feet or m ore,” he added. 
It is not recommended for per­ 
sons so ill that they have heart 
pains even when resting. 
For the spare artery Vineberg 
uses the internal m am m ary artery 
which 
nourishes 
tissues 
in 
the 
chest. One end of this artery is 
permanently closed off. 
The free end is placed inside a 
tunnel created by separating heart 
muscle tissue. The muscles are 
not cut. They close back, holding 
the spare artery in place. 
Tests on animals show’ that the 
spare artery begins to grow within 
a week, sending out new branches. 
These 
apparently 
join 
up 
with 
smaller arteries in the heart mus­ 
cle, and the blood coursing in from 
the spare artery is carded away 
in normal fashion. 
The animal studies show that 
the spare artery within three weeks 
to a month is supplying enough 
blood to keep the heart alive even 
if one of the coronary arteries be­ 
comes completely blocked, Vine­ 
berg said.

IN THE FIELD OF CREATURE com­ 
forts where America has made amazing 
progress, it is not possible to rest on tech­ 
nological larels. There is air conditioning, 
for example. 
Air 
conditioning 
is now available to 
home, offices, factories, assembly halls, 
stores and automobiles. It may be avail­ 
able soon to pedestrians. An inventor has 
obtained a 
patent on an air-conditioned 
suit for farmers. 
This work suit is made of airtight rub­ 
berized material and is supplied with fil­ 
tered fresh air from a pump powered by 
storage batteries. Heat can be introduced 
in Winter. A transparent plastic h e l m e t 
clamps on the head. It is equipped with a 
radio receiver and a mouthpiece for smok­ 
ing. 
Thus apparelled, the farmer can fare 
forth into heat and dust with as great com­ 
fort as is enjoyed by a sedentary office 


The Constitution of the United States was 
signed on September* 17, 1787 and was 
thereupon laid before the Legislatures of 
the several States for “their assent a n d 
j ratification.” The resolution was signed by 
George Washington, President of the Con­ 
vention, and W. Jackson, Secretary. 
Thus, September 17 of each year should 
mark one of the most notable anniver­ 
saries in our history. Unfortunately, it is 
not so marked. 
In fact, whereas in the various states 
there are a large number of commemora­ 
tive days, celebrating this or that event, no­ 
where in the United States is the signing of 
the Constitution set aside for special atten­ 
tion. Like so much about the Constitution, 
it is taken for granted. 
Yet., in many respects, this day is worthy 


I of our attention. It marks a prolonged ef­ 
fort on the part of some of the best minds 
this country ever produced to establish a 
I fundamental law, sovereign for the entire 
: United States and yet not depriving each 
State of its own sovereignty or each indi­ 
vidual of his inalienable rights. The task 
was difficult; the achievement stupendous. 
The core of the American Constitution is 
that this is a government of law; it does 
not tolerate the whim of one man, be he 
benevolent or tyrannical. At no point in the 
j Constitution are powers or authorities del­ 
egated to one man or to one office without 
limitations, checks and balances. 
The President is neither a king nor a 
prime minister; he is a constitutional exec­ 
utive with such powers as are designated 
to him and beyond which he may not go. 
We do not elect a government; we elect an 
administrator. 
Perhaps this very characteristic of our 
Constitution is responsible for the excess of

FOR generations, asthm a su f­ 
ferers have been m igrating to hot, 
dry clim ates like th a t of A rizona, 
T e x a s, an d C o lo ra d o . F a m ily 
hom es have been broken up, and 
businesses sold in tills m ovem ent 
to the southw est. 
Although th is clim ate is b en e­ 
ficial to m any persons h avin g 
severe asthm a, it is n ot a panacea 
for all. M any p a tien ts would do 
as well w ith com p eten t m an age­ 
m ent at hom e, as they would in 
th e new environm ent. 
Hot, Dry C lim ates 
Contrary to popular belief, hot, 
dry clim ates do con tain pollens to 
w hich an a sth m a tic person can 
easily 
becom e 
sen sitive. 
Also, 
th ese parts of th e country are 
far from d ust-free. 
W hether or not th e clim ate w ill 
help the person su fferin g from 
asthm a depends upon the cause 
o f his disease. C ertain types of 
asthm a m ay be due to a form of 
subconscious m en tal conflict. T he 
m ental effect of alm ost co n sta n t 
sunshine and no storm s can be 
favorable for th ese patients. T h e 
relief from m any o f th e ten sion s 
of living in oth er parts of th e 
country m ay also be of help. O f 
course, new ten sio n s m ay appear. 
R espiratory In fection s 
In those p a tien ts w hose asth m a 


is due to repeated respiratory in ­ 
fections, the fact th a t these in ­ 
fections are fairly infrequent in 
hot, dry clim ates, w ill tend to 
m inim ize and lessen th e a sth ­ 
m atic attacks. 
Som e attacks m ay be directly 
associated with drastic w eather 
changes. T hat is w hy a doctor, 
who sees one p atient w ith a sth ­ 
ma 
m a sensitivity caused by w eather. 
is liable to see maifiy of th is type 
in the sam e evening. For such 
persons, the southw est clim ates 
m ay be very helpful. It is im por­ 
ta n t though th at an accurate di­ 
agnosis of the type of asthm a be 
m ade before a person con tem ­ 
plates going southw est for trea t­ 
m ent of his case. 
It is not infrequent for a child 
to get striking relief in these 
warm , dry clim ates, u ntil th e 
fam ily furniture follow s and he 
again com es in con tact w ith a 
sofa or other object to w hich he 
has an allergy.

THE SWAMPBILLIES 
EVEN AS THE TERRAIN loses its repu­ 
tation for mountaineer moonshining, t h e 
backwoods of the lowland South take on 
more of an alcoholic breath than ever. It’s 
not so much the hillbillies as the swamp- 
billies who are making most of the home­ 
made booze these days. 
A report from the U. S. Bureau of In­ 
ternal Revenue speaks of agents’ finding 
only 132 stills in all of Kentucky and Ten­ 
nessee in the month of June.

WASHINGTON ^ P r e s i d e n t E i-1 
senhower and Adlai Stevenson arc 
agreed on wanting disarmament 
talks with the Russians but not, 
it seems, on how or when. 
Eisenhower, 
in 
his 
April 
16 
speech to the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors told the Kus-! 
sians that before such talks could j 
begin he wanted them to show by 
deeds they had goodwill. 
Stevenson, in his Radio TV report j 
to the nation last night on his world 
tour, laid down no such tei ms but, 
apparently, would like to see dis­ 
armament discussions get started 
as soon as possible. 
Efforts by this country in the 
late 1940’s to get Russia to agree 
on a disarmament plan got no­ 
where. The Russians balked at the 
kind 
of 
inspection this 
country 
wanted made everywhere to pre­ 
vent cheating. 
The problem vas tackled by the 
United Nations but has been frozen 
in a U.N. icebox for years. 
Stevenson said, “once more, I 
think, we should fix our sights 
high again, as we did in 1947, and 
resume the initiative in re-explor-J 
ing the possibility 
of 
disarma­ 
ment.” 
What makes Stevenson think the 
Russians, who stood like 
stone 
against American attempts at dis­ 
armament in the past, would be 
likely to act any differently now? | 
For one thing, Stevenson said, 
there is the hydrogen bomb which 
emphasizes more than ever the 
need for disarmament since the 
alternative is even heavier arma­ 
ment and “more frightening weap-> 
ons.” 
And besides, he indicated, there 
have been some events which may 
have affected Russian thinking in 
recent years; Stalin’s death; re­ 
volts in the satellites: the realiza­ 
tion that Russian threats had driv­ 
en the West into big rearmament 
and that the West, as it showed 
in Korea, would meet force with 
force. 
Stevenson did not suggest this 
country 
disarm 
while 
seeking 
agreement with Russia or world 
disarmament. On the contrary, he 
expressed fear this country might 
be getting too careless about re­ 
arming enough. 
In his April speech Eisenhower 
called upon the Communists to 
show their good intentions in var­ 
ious ways: A Korean armistice, a 
peace conference on Korea, an end 
to Communist attacks on Indo­ 
china: an Austrian peace treaty; 
a united Germany and “full inde­ 
pendence” of the East European 
nations. 
Of the points he listed, progress I 
has been made in only two: There 
is a Korean armistice and the Ko­ 
rean peace conference is sched­ 
uled to open in late October, if 
the Communists don’t delay it. 
Eisenhower didn’t say every con­ 
dition he laid down had to be met, 
signed, sealed and finished before 
he’d consider talking disarmament; 
with the Russians again. But he | 
did say he wanted some progress 
made. 
“As progress in all these areas 
strengthens world trust,’’ he said, 
“we could proceed concurrently 
with the next great work—the re­ 
duction of the burden of arm a­ 
ments weighing upon the world. 
To this end 
would welcome and 
enter into the most solemn agree­ 
ments,” 
Stevenson did not mention this 
Eisenhower speech, or the Presi­ 
dent’s terms. And if he thought the 
President was showing too much 
inflexibility in the present world 
situation, he did not say that, 
either. 
But all through his speech he 
cautioned the administration not to 
be too “ inflexible” in its foreign 
policy.

er? But somehow the package of 
the day is harder lo rip open? 
There are so many of us who 
don’t like to let go of today at 
midnight, just when w? get to 
know it as a friend, and therefore 
are reluctant to greet tomorrow' 
because it is a fresh stranger, 
and we have a lazy-like wish not 
to have to start life all over again. 
We all have this problem to­ 
gether — soldiers, s a l e s m e n , 
housewives, business executives, 
scientists and dreamers. By the 
time most days ha\e ended we 
have solved them somehow, and 
we would like to postpone the so­ 
lution of tomorrow. 
There should be a day between 
each day or a longer magical 
night in which to postpone the 
rushing dawn while a fellow' util­ 
izes the night to realize what he 
learned in the sunlight he has 
just been through. 
We are bossed in our minds too 
much by the old, uneasy copy­ 
book dictum: “What you are to 
be you are now becoming.” 
Any way 
you 
look 
at 
this 
phrase it is rather depressing. It 
raises a dismal prospect of a 
seedy, disgruntled, bald-headed 
future. Yes, a future in which 
you face old age 
with 
paunch 
thrust bravely forward, one chin 
up, one chin down—and one chin 
saved to meet any other direc­ 
tional emergency, It is a rather 
flabby vista. 
The people who write books on 
how to live better say that it is 
childish to hate to go to sleep 
and hate to wake up. But for the 
average person it is such a nor­ 
mal thing! What's wrong with go­ 
ing to bed laughing and waking 
up with a yawn? Could anything 
be more normal? 
When you have finally teased 


open the wrapper of one day, fin­ 
ally got the nourishment inside, 
is there a law ’hat requires you 
to arise early to attack the fresh 
cellophane wrapper around to­ 
morrow0 Perhaps you aren't hun­ 
gry yet. 
The,w ay I Uke to look at a day 
is gradually, half an eye at a 
time. Some people like to leap up 
and take a brisk cold shower and 
think of all the 
golden deeds 
they are going to accomplish be­ 
fore the day burns out to black. 
But 
so many 
mornings 
we 
awake to meet the same old 
dragons we never can altogether 
quell. Such as the crabgrass on 
our face, we shaved by the prev­ 
ious dawn s early light. Over­ 
night it has sprung up again. 
And there are other daily prob­ 
lems. But who can blame one 
who on some days would rather 
lie there and wait a while and 
see if maybe he couldn’t grow a 
dandelion upon his chin, watch it 
turn into a white puff and blow 
the seeds around tile room? 
It may never happen, but it is 
a wonderful way to start a day. 
You never know' at dawn what 
will flourish by nightfall. To me

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City Council Stages Debate 
O ver W a te r Bill For Park 


Famed Belgian Woman Lecturer 


Sells Europeans-On America! 


After moving through the earlier t w ater to the park if we can do it 
part of their regular meeting with I legally,” Crites commented, 
virtually no sign of dispute, C ircle-1 
ville’s law m akers ended their ses­ 
sion Tuesday night with a vigorous 
wrangle over a water bill owed by 
the municipal park board. 
It was the latest round in 
a 
row that began to rumble behind 
the scenes several months ago. It 
finally burst to the surface one 
night at Ted Lewis Park when 
several field lights failed to func­ 
tion for a baseball game. 
The w ater bill—at that time for 
$360— came to light when baseball 
fans touched off public criticism of 
the park board. 
Council’s verbal 
bout over the bill, and other phases 
of the park board’s activities, cam e 
somewhat as a s u rp ris e . Council, 
ostensibly, was going to rub 
out 
the bill to help the park board out 
of its financial grief. 
In the ordinance placed before 
Council Tuesday night, and even­ 
tually held to first reading, the w a­ 
ter bill was said to be “ in t h e 
amount of $463.19 for the period 
May I, 1951, to Sept. 12, 1953.” 
Firecracker that, set off the argu­ 
ment was contained in the second 
and third sections of the ordin­ 
ance. 


AFTER PROPOSING the bill be 
rebated, and with the understand­ 
ing the city would stop charging 
Ted Lewis P ark for water supplies, 
the m easure continued: 
“ Section 2: The park board shall 
maintain, replace, or do any and 
all work in connection with the ex­ 
isting, or any new, water l i n e s 
serving. . . .Ted Lewis park. 
“ Section 3: Failure to maintain 
or replace w ater lines shall result 
in discontinuance of service until 
suitable and approved repairs or 
replacem ents are completed.” 
Council President Ben Gordon 
and Councilman Harold Clifton 
immediately led a revolt against 
the 
responsibility the measure 
would place on the park board. 
And from that ppoint the argu­ 
ment expanded into v a r i o u s 
phases of park 
hoard 
activity, 
with 
sharp-edged 
comment on 
management of the park in gen­ 
eral. 
Ervin Leist, m anager of the w a­ 
ter and sewage departm ent, em ­ 
phasized he was not opposed to any 
move to have the water bill rebated 
if it can be done legally. However, 
he said it appeared Council alone 
could take the necessary action. 
Otherwise, it had already 
been 
explained, the park board—like any 
other city departm ent—would have 
to pay for w ater supplies 
under 
£ term s of the bond issue 
through 
which the city purchased the m u­ 
nicipal waterworks. 
« 
w • 
LEIST SAID tfie w ater line now 
supplying Ted Lewis park has be­ 
come faulty and should be replac­ 
ed, tapping a main closer to the 
recreational area. In reply 
to 
a 
question from Clifton, he said he 
feels costs of such a change should I 
b‘" borne by the park board. 
“ It shouldn’t be the job of t h e 
w ater departm ent,” he told Clifton. 
“ They don't do it that way in other j 
cities.” 
Councilman George Crites warn- j 
ed Council: 
"We can’t legally rebate t h e 
bill without permission of the 
bondholders. I guess we c o u l d 
bist set it aside, or something, 
for awhile, hut only the bondhold­ 
ers can approve such a m ove.” 
Then City Solicitor George Ger- 
hardt tossed in a warning of his 
own, “ not as a solicitor but just 
as a citizen ” Ile declared that i f 1 
Council rebated the bill for t h e 
park board, “ there will be others i 
coming in here and asking for the 
sam e thing.” 
“ Do as you please,” he added, 
“ but if you rebate it, you're start­ 
ing something ” 
“ I’jn in favor of furnishing free i 


C L IF T O N T H E N urged that sec­ 
tions of the ordinance be eliminated 
to remove the 
responsibility of 
w ater line work from the p a r k 
board. Councilman Ray Cook, re ­ 
viewing the city’s obligation to the 
bondholders, suggested the bill be 
paid off by appropriating 
money 
from the general fund, 
He 
declared 
the 
park 
board 
should be constantly looking f o r ­ 
ward to development of the recrea­ 
tional spot, making plans on the 
basis of funds available. 
“ I object to having it printed that 
the park board has money 
in 
a 
fund but doesn’t want to use it,” he 
said. 
Park Board Treasurer Bob Col­ 
ville some time ago explained the 
board has about $2.jytn in the Ted 
Lewis Trust Fund, but doesn’t 
want to pay bills out of the fund 
“ unless we have to.” 
Both Gordon and 
Clifton 
chal­ 
lenged a claim by Leist that a 
great deal of water has been w ast­ 
ed at the park. 
“ If we can't give the park a little 
w ater,” Gordon said, “ i f s time we 
began turning off some of the other 
w ater running in town.” Argument 
along this line soon centered on a 
drinking fountain that runs in the 
lobby of city hall. 
• • 
• 


DURING THE discussion, t h e 
law m akers were under the impres­ 
sion that the w ater fountain, in 
some manner, had not been cover­ 
ed by the agreement with the bond­ 
holders and that it was not con­ 
nected with a meter. 
“ Let’s turn it off!” , Councilman 
John Robinson suggested. Others 
indicated agreement. 
(Following 
the 
meeting, 
how- 
! ever, Leist said he had checked the 
; water fountain and discovered it is 
i on a meter, and hence operates le­ 
gally under the bondholder agree­ 
ment.) 
Carrying on the 
argum ent to 


have the park relieved of the water 
bill, Crites said: 
“ I think the water company, 
for what little it would cost, 
should be able to supply water 
for the park.” 
“ I f s all so silly!,” Gordon add­ 
ed, “ Such a small a m o u n t of 
m oney!” 
Crites then said he supported 
Cook in the claim that the 
city 
should “ appropriate enough money 
for the park and let it run itself.” 
The city set aside $1,200 for the 
park board this year. 
Clifton declared he had 
b e e n 
trying for a long time to have suf­ 
ficient funds set aside for the park. 
He drew a sharp contrast between 
the public’s attitude toward 
t h e 
park in the past and present time. 
“ The people have left the park 
die,” he said.* * # 
GORDON O B S E R V E D that 
“ many other small communities 
appropriate at least $3,000 for their 
park.” Crites said he was willing 
to let the park board have more 
money, but warned; 
“ We 
can only 
appropriate 
so 
much, and after that we d be ac­ 
cused of taking money away from 
health needs, fire protection and 
the like. ” 
Councilman 
Richard Penn, re 
calling Council has plans for a ses­ 
sion to discuss the 
budget next 
Tuesday, suggested the park board 
“ should be present at that tim e to 
give their side of the story.” Penn 
said that “ until the park b o a r d 
comes up here and shows us what 
they have in the way of planning, 
they shouldn’t get another cent. I 
hope they come up. 
“ Every department is suppos­ 
ed to submit a budget, but the 
park board doesn’t do it!” 
“ The board has always been a 
stepchild,” added Gordon. 
Out of it all, the law m akers final­ 
ly decided to have Gcrhardt write 
to the bondholders to determine 
their attitude on the water bill. And 
the ordinance to rebate the b i l l 
was held to first reading.
